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CENTENNIAL OF THE ARMY. 


TuE first centennial anniversary of the organiza - 
tion of the United States Army will occur on Sun- 
day next, Sept. 29. From the close of the Revo- 
lationary War to Sept., 1789, there wasno U. 8. 
Army. A regiment of infantry and a battalion of 
artillery, in all less than 700 men, were retained 
at the close of the war to guard public stores and 
property and to occupy posts vacated by the Brit- 
ish on the north west boundaries of the United 
States. By the Oongress, June 3, 1785, it was 
resolved: ‘‘As it appears necessary to have 
700 non-commissioned officers and men, properly 
officered, it is recommended to the following 
States, as most convenient to the posts shortly to 
be vacated by the British, to furnish from their 
militia—Connecticut, 165 ; New York, 165; New 
Jersey, 110; Pennsylvania, 260, to serve twelve 
months, unless sooner discharged.” The troops thus 
provided were formed into a regiment consisting of 
eight companies of infantry and two companies of 
artillery, under the command of Lieut.-Col. and 
Brevet Brg. Gen, Josiah Harmar. 

By subsequent legislation slight chauges were 
made in the number and organization of the 
troops, and the re-enlistment of the 700 men en- 
gaged under the resolution of April 12, 1785, was 
authorized by the act of Oet. 83,1787. This force, 
then consisting of a battalion of four companies of 
artillery and a regiment (eight companies) of in 
fantry, was by act of Sept. 29, 1889, ‘* recognized” 
to be the establishment for the troops in the service 
of the United States. 

No appointments or commissions had been issued 
by the General Government, the officers holding 
their appointments from the respective States that 
had furnished the quota. The officers retained on 
service were all commissioned as of the U. 8. Army 
from Sept. 29, 1789. Josiah Harmar was retained 
as lieutenant-colonel, commandant of the infantry 
regiment, with Majors John P. Wyllys and John F. 
Hamtramck, Oaptains David Ziegler, Jonathan 
Heart, David Strong, Wm. McCurdy, John Mercer, 
John Smith, Joseph Ashton and Eskuries Beatty as 
subordinate officers. 

John Doughty was commissioned major, com- 
mandant of the artillery battalion, and Wm. Fer- 
guson, James Bradford, Henry Burbeck and Joseph 
Savage captains of the same. 

The most complete record we have yet seen illus- 
trative of the growth of the commissioned strength 
of the Army is that contained in a historical regis- 
ter of the Army, just completed by Mr. F. B. Heit- 
man, an employee of the War Department for the 
past 28 years. This work contains the names of all 
officers who have served in the U. S. Army since its 
organization and showing the various ranks (with 
dates of all commissions, service as enlisted men or 
volunteer service being fully stated, all brevet rank 
and for what service conferred, thanks of Congress, 
medals and swords presented, etc.) 

The volunteer service has not been forgotten, as 
this work has a complete list of velunteer officers 
who served during the war with Mexico, also a com- 
plete list of field officers and captains of light bat- 
teries during the War of the Rebellion. Mr. Heit- 
man is quite an enthusiast on this subject, and has 
made a valuable collection of information concern- 
ing officers of the Army, and has succeeded in get- 
ting not only the full names of all the officers, but 
also a very large percentage of the date of death of 
those officers who died after leaving the Service. 
He has been engaged 16 years on the work.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


LIEUTENANT-CoLONEL Davip 4H. BROTHERTON, 
U.S. A., retired, a meritorious officer, ‘died at his 
home at Waynesboro’, Pa., Sept.17. He entered the 
Military Academy in 1850, was graduated in 1854, 
and assigned to the 5th Infantry. When the war 
broke out he was a captain, and for his gallantry at 
the battle of Valverde, Feb. 21, 1862, he received the 
brevet of major. Much of his service was on the 
frontier. In 1879 he was promoted major of the 5th 
Infantry, after wards transferred to the7th Infantry, 
and in July, 1883, was promoted lieutenant colontl, 
25th Infantry. He was retired April 14, 1884, for dis- 
ability incurred in the line of duty. 


Mepricat Drrector JosepH BEALE, U.S. N., re- 
tired, who died at Philadelphia Sept. 23, was born 
in that city Deo. 30, 1814, and entered the Navy as 
assistant surgeon Sept. 6, 1837. In 1848 he was pro- 
moted surgeon. During the war, 1861-5, he served 
with mucb ability and zeal in many responsible po- 
sitions, and in 1871 was promoted medical director. 
He was appointed chief of the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery in 1873, and while holding that position 
was retired from active service Dec. 30, 1876. He 
leaves a wife and five children, one of whom is En- 
sign Joseph Beale, U.S. N. 


GENERAL DantreEt H. HItx, who died at Charlotte, 
N.C., Sept. 25, was graduated from the Military 
Academy in 1842, and promoted to the artillery 
arm, In 1845 he was 2d lieutenant, 4th Artillery, 
and in 1847 be was promoted Ist lieutenant, 4th In- 
fantry. He served with ability during the Mexican 
War, and for bis gallantry at Con'reras, Churu- 
busco, and the storming of Chapultepec, received 
the brevets of captain and major. He resigned from 
the Army in 1849 to become Professor of Mathema- 
tics at Washington College, Lexingtov, Va. From 
1854 to 1859 he was Professor of Mathematics at Dav-

In March, 162, he 
was made a major-general. In 1863 he was made a 
lieutenant-general and placed in command of a 
corps of Bragge's army. He was at Chickamauga, 
and shared the fortunes of the ite of Tennessee, 
until be surrendered with J. E. Johnston in April, 
1865. Kor some years after the war General in 
edited ** The Land We Love,” a monthly magazine 
which he founded at Charlotte, N. C. In 1877 he 
was elected President of the University of Arkan- 
sas, and later he became President of the Military 
and Agricultural College of Georgia. He was a con- 
tributor to current literature, and published an al- 
gebra, *A Consideration of the Sermon on the 
Mount” (1858,) and ** The Crucifixion of Christ’’ (1860.)

EXCUSES FOR DESERTION. 


We ere in receipt of a variety of communications 
on the subject of desertions, which we are compel- 
led to condense into a general statement of the 
opinions of their several authors. In connection 
with this we may say that instructions will be given 
to the new recruiting detail, which enters upon its 
duties Oct. 1, to give the greatest possible care to 
the selection of recruits. Q@rders to this effect have 
been given to Colonel Coppinger, Superintendent, 
and through him to the other recruiting officers. It 
is the intention to have an authentic history of each 
man before he is accepted. If necessary an appli- 
cant will be taken care of at a recruiting station for 
a week, to enable him to communicate with his 
friends and establish his identity. It is considered 
far cheaper in the end to provide an applicant with 
a temporary home before enlistment, and run the 
risk of his being accepted, than to enlist a man 
against the wishes of family or friends, who, after a 
few months’ service, will regret his step and desert, 
or endeavor, through influential sournes, to obtain 
his discharge. These extraordinary precautions, 
the Department takes for grauted, will result in a 
considerable diminution of recruits, and this will 
require increased activity on the part of recruiting 
officers, and a liberal display of posters in localities 
not hitherto canvassed. 

“ Chas. H. Henry, late sergeant Co. E, 19th [nf.,”’ 
who bas had his experience at Jefferson Barracks, as 
well as elsewhere, says: 

Ask 9 men out of every 10 why they deserted and each will 

say, because I didn’t know when I was well off. Thousands 
of of soldiers desert for 8 reason that they think it is smart. 
Study the men that are in the Leavenworth Military Prisoa 
and see how many of them are glad to get back in the Army 
again. ae men hmmm than are apprehended.

EQUALIZATION OF PAY FOR PETTY OFFICERS 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Srnce the commissioning of our new cruisers, and 
by reason of the innovations they have introduced, 
it has appeared n to rearrange the present 
ratings and pay of enlisted petty officers in the 
Navy. Within the last twelve months mue¢h has 
been written on this subject, and there can be no 
doubt but that an entire rearrangewent would give 
much satisfaction and render the naval service 
much more popular than it is at present. 

In order to develop a thoroughly trained and 
practical ordnance corps for our new Navy an ap- 
propriation has been made for the instruction of 
seamen at the ordnance foundry at Washington, 
D. C., and the torpedo station at Newport, R. I. The 
importance of this appropriation is far-reaching, 
for it enables American seamen, by a twelve months’ 
practical training in the use of mechanical tools, 
and the witnessing of the method ot assembling the 
built up ordnance of to-day, to become ——— 
more skillful than any other seamen in the world. 
Thorough familiarity with the engines of d estruc- 
tion wilh which ships are now armed cannot be 
secured by any other means. 

The course at Washington being limiied to twen- 
ty-six weeks, it is so arranged thateach man ina 
class of, generally, fourteen or sixteen men, is 
afforded an opportunity of working at carpentry, 
blacksmithing, coppersmithing, brass and iron 
moulding, pyrotechuy, machinery, running a boiler 
and engine, and ordinary armorers work—such as 
dismounting and assembling Gatling and Hotchkiss 
rapid-firing guns, Remington rifles, revolvers, etc. 
This completed, the man is examined, and if found 
qualified to fill the rating of seaman guoner, as far 
as ordnance duties is concerned, he is transferred to 
the torpedo station ut Newport, R. I., where, fora 
further period of six or eight months, he is in- 
structed in electrical work—which embraces elec- 
tric lighting and the care of dynamos and motors— 
torpedo firing, submarine diving and mining, and 
the manufacture of dynamite, gun cotton, “ picric,”’ 
apd other bigh explosives. 

Now, while it would, at a first glance, appear that 
the money which this importsnt appropriation pro- 
yides, is being wisely spent, and that it will ulti- 
mately resultin furnishing our new vessels with a 
superior class of petty officers, its effects are almost 
entirely different. And why? Because, as the Ser- 
vice now stands, no effort is made to retain the men 
thus trained, and the present arrangement of ratings 
open to them is such as to excite the liveliest jeal- 
ousy and dissatisfaction. 

The majority of executive officers in the Service 
are aware of this, but are powerless to move in the 
matter. From the vature of their instruction there 
cau be very little difference in the general abilities 
of men who have qualified as seaman guoners. 
Owing to the variety of subjects they are required 
to study, each will find something to interest bim 
aod make a specialty of, besides acquiring a work- 
ing knowledge of the other subjects. He must, of 
necessity, be proficient in a measurein every branch 
or, on bis final examination, his average will fal! be- 
low .75, and he will be disqualified. Hence, the de- 
sirab'lity of equalizing tbeir status and poems them 
in stations on shipboard to which they are best 
adapted. At present their condition is very unequal, 
and their chances smack more of a lottery than any 
thing else. For instance,an order comes to a re- 
ceiving ship “Send three or more seaman gunners to 
Cc »” such a ship. Three are sent; three men 
equally qualified to fill any station it pleases the 
executive officer to place tbem in; their averages are 
also equal. Oneis rated electrical machinist and 
receives $70 per montb; another is given the rate of 
ouler aod receives $3 per month, and the third 
— guover at $27 per month. An oilerin the 

ynamo room of acruiser,if he be aseaman gun- 
ner, is as fully competent to take care of a dynamo 
and plant, has the same responsibility, and bas to 
answer for everything to the officer in charge of the 
electric plant, as the machinist, yet he receives only 
oue-half his pay. Clearly one seaman gunner is not 
$35 better than another, unless indeed he be a mon- 
strosity of genius. A quarter gunner, if be has also 
qualified as a seaman gunner, is ex to be and 
is, iD Most cases, even if he lacks experience, as pro- 
ficient in ordpance matters as the oe of the ship, 
whose salary is $1,500 a year. Yet the oiler and quar- 
ter gunner are expec to content themselves and 
remain in the Service after their terms of enlistment 
have expired. Men with scientific training and 
push cannot be kept in the Service with these pros- 
pects; there is too much envou:ag »ment for handy 
men elsewhere. The best proof tLat this allegation 
is correct lies in the fact that out of perhaps 150 
men trained, scarcely half are now in the Service. 

A chief boatewain’s mate—one of the most im- 
portant petty officers in the ship—having equally 
the same duties as a boatswain, whose pay, like a 
sunner’s, is $1,500 per year, receives $35 per month, 
while ship's yeomen and pay yeomen receive 
per month. Surely the duties of aman who is re 
sponsible for the tackle and equipment of a man-of- 
war are as onerous as those of a man who keeps 
track of expenditures. Anybody of ordinary edu- 
cation is competent to keep accounts, but it takee 
long years of experience to develop a boatswain’s 
mate, and much skill and application is required in 
ordnance duties. 

Something ought to be speedily done towards 
changing the condition of important petty officers, 
even if it isfound necessary to reduce the pay of 
some grades in order to effect a fairer distribution. 
Seataring men of to-day are not the biuff, careless 
ignoramuses of Marryat’s and Cooper’s time. A

-crowd around him and advised them to disperee. 
Continuing, he censured the interference by the 
military, wbean Captain Stiles charged the crowd 
for the thimé time, and brought the speech to an 
abrupt tenmination. 

The Secand Ward polls were then declared open 
in another of the city. Leaving guards at the 
places giready cleared, Captain Stiles proceeded to 
themew voting places. The leaders of the charter 
faation, after consulting with Captain Stiles, ad- 
vised the crowd to disperse. The advice was fol- 
sowed and theexcitement subsided.

IN cooking Sater circumstances assimilating those 
| my’ which a vessel takes 1n coal at sea, H. M.S. 

lron Duke took in 97 tons in twelve hours. In coal- 
ing in port, with one coal hulk and only one hatch- 
way available, she received 336 tons in twenty-two 
hours; the Agincourt, Plymouth Sound, from two 
coal hulks, fitted with steam gear, and all needful 
appliances, 500 tons in 12 hours. 

SEORETARY Tracy has issued a circular modifying 
the advertisements issued from the Navy Dept. in 
August, inviting pro ls for the construction of 
tbree vessels for the ~~ d of 2,000 tons displacement 
each. The modification is such as to permit bidders 
who may desire to offer to construct more than one 
of the vessels to embrace ia one proposal either 
two or three of the vessels. Bidders including 
more than one vessel in their proposal will not be 
required to submit a certified check exceeding $50,- 
000 in amount. This change 1s made to enable bid- 
ders to make composite offers, by which means they 
may be euabled to give lower figures on more than 
one ship than on onealone. Under the first adver- 
tisement, which brought no acceptable bids, this 
was possible, but in readvertising the form was so 
worded as to force bidders to give separate bids for 
each ship, thus running the risk of having all but 
one of their bids rejecte 1, while they really could 





build all of the cruisers u¢ once. 
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V &SSELs provided with the so-called coal-armor 
fi..? great difficulty in filling as well asin emptying 
their bunkers and many of the fast cruisers of the 
British Nevy, when their coal gets low, are unable 
to keep up steam, owing to this cause. 

THE last of the new plates for the cruiser Boston 
will be put ber to-day. She will then be tested to 
determine if the seams are well cemented and tight. 
she will come out of the dry dock next week and 
go to Newport to complete her tactical trials.

SECRETARY TRACY has been busy during the past 
week considering estimates of appropriations for 
new * cf war, and for the naval establishment 
generally. Itis expected that he will recommend 
the construction of at least 10 more new vessels of 
from 2,000 to 4,000 tons. It is understood that he 
will ask Congress to give the Department a wider 
discretion in the matter of designs for new vessels. 

SPEAKING of the British Navy, the London Times 
says: “The first t hing that strikes an outsider sud- 
denly admitted to a month’s close intimacy with a 
naval mess is the lamentable but indisputable spirit 
of discontent that prevails among the great mass of 
executive and engineer offivers. Hardly one, now- 
adays, but is constantly reckoning up what will be 
the earliest date on which it will be possible for him 
to retire.” 

A Boarp of Naval Officers, consisting of Pay 
Director James D. Murray, president; Pay Director 
Caspar Schenck and Payor. 8. A. Frailey, members, 
with — Geo. A. Deering as recorder, will meet 
at the Navy Department Sept. 30 for the examina- 
tion of such officers for promotion as may be or- 
dered to appear before them. P. A. Paymr. James 
A. Ring, at present attached to the receiving ship 
Fronklin at the Norfolk Navy-yard, will be the first 
cfficer to appear before the board. 

A TELEGRAM from St. Jobns. N. F., Sept. 20, 
states that the British war-ship Lily struck a rock 
off Point Armor, off the Labrador coast, in the 
Straits off Belle Isle, and sank. Seven of her 
crew were lost. A large amoun*® of money and 
valuable property went down with the sink- 
ing ship. Nothing whatever was saved. The 
Lily was a composite gun vessel of 720 tons 
burden and 830 horse power and carried three guas. 
She belonged to the North American and West Ire 
dies station. 

Tug French Admiralty have found it necessary to 
take energetic ‘neasures with the view of remedy- 
iug the defects which recent events have shown to 
exist in the torpedo boats of the navy. By direc- 
tion of the Council of Works, three of them (Nos. 
99,100, and 101) have been sent to the Forges et 
Chantiers de la me ry to be there radically trans- 
formed above the line of flotation. The torpedo 
tubes will be diff.-rently placed in each, so that trials 
may be made in order to determine the best ar- 
rangement in regard to effective utility and 
strength. 

THERE is no official report yet of the turning and 
mauceuvring trivls of the Chicago, but they are 
understood to have shown her to be a quick man. 
civring ship. The result of four turns in a com- 
plete circle were as follows with 55 revolutions, 
vacuum, 27, ‘steam pressure, 8 Ibs., both engines 
going ahead) :

The Chicago is now cred- 
ited with aspeed of over 16 knots,and the York- 
town has shown amean of 16.68 knots, and devel- 
oped nearly 300 H. P. more than on her trial for ac 
ceptance. 

Tue consolidation of stores and the reorganiza 
tion of the purchase system iraugurated by Mr. 
Whitney will, in — — “— soon be changed by 
Secret Tracy. The scheme, as a whole, has 
worked very well in many particulars and no douht 
has resulted in areduction in expenditures, but it 
works great inconveuience in many rticulars. 
Complaints are constantly made of the difficulty in 
getting articles desired. The wrong goods are fre- 
quently delivered and there is always more or less 
trouble ip getting what is wanted promptly. Con- 
tractors also complain of the red tape and long de- 
lay in getting nay for what they have delive It 
is in view of these complaints that era Tracy 
bas just appointed a Buard, consisting of Commo. 
Brown. Commo. Ramsay, Capt. Meade and Pay 
Insp. Kenny, to look into the new system, and re- 
port upon its advantages and disadvantages. The 
intention is, seemingly, to perfect the system in ac- 
cordance with the improvements which have sug- 
gested themselves since the new plan was put into 
operation. There is apparently no intention of go- 
ing back,to first principles, but the chances are that 
there will be some radical changes in the present 
system. 

Tue French man of- war Aréthuse, fligship of the 
North American Station, and her consort Roland, 
arrived at New York Sept. 25, and anchored off 26th 
St, North River. The vessels came to New York 
from Boston, and were to remain in port about a 
fortnight, when they will go to Philadelphia, and 
from there to Annapolis. Baron de Colstoun is the 
admiral of the fleet. The Aréthuse isa wooden hull- 
e2 ship, provided with an enormous ram, which is 
backed from a few feet above the water’s edge to 
(be peak with manganese bronze. In tonnage she 
displaces 3,400 tons of water. She is over 277 feet in 
length and over 43 feet in beam, with a normal 
draught of ne:rly 22 feet of water. On the gun- 
Geck she carries in broadside 18 14 centimetre guns, 
with 2 bow chasers, all breechloaders, and 8 Hotch- 
kiss machine guns. All of the guos are provided 
with shields. The Roland is a vessel of 2,300 tons. 
in length she is a trifle over 249 f with a beam 
of 88 feet. She draws nearly 18 feet of water. She 
carries 15 14-centimetre rifies. These pieces ire all 
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mounted on tbe spar deck, twelve in broadside, one 
in the stern, and two under the topgallant forecas- 
tlefor bow chasers. She is also provided with six 
Hotchkiss revolving cannon mounted on the rails. 
Her tops are protected like those in the flagship, 
and her head-gear is fitted after the order of the 
same on the latter craft. 

CAPTAIN JOHN THomMpPsoN, of the steamer Win- 
gates, bound from New York to Dundirk, has wrii- 
ten from Cardiff, Wales, to Lieut. Biow of the local 
Hydrographic Office, that on Sept. 9, when in north 
latitude 40° 18’, west longitude 67° 30’, he came across 
a small cutter, floating bottom up and covered with 
barnaclee. The stera of the boat had been stove in. 
There was no name on any part of the wreck, but 
on the bow was the letter Y. Capt. Thompson con- 
cluded that the boat belonged to an American man- 
of-war. Lieut, }ilow thinks the cutter is undoubt- 
edly the one cut away from the Yantic during the 
storm she met off Hatteras on May 21. Capt. Thomp- 
son also wrote that underneath the boat and in the 
water about were countless fish resembling black 
bass. They made no attempt to escape, and the crew 
of the Wingates scooped them up by the bun ireds in 
baskets. They also hauled the wrecked cutter aboard 
tbe steamer and broke her up. Capt. Thompson sent 
a drawing of the letter Y on the cutter’s bow. and it 
corresponds to the ones painted on the Yuntic’s 
boats. The Captain’s letter has been forwarded to 
Washington. 

AN ex-junior officer writes to the New York Tri- 
bune compiaining of the messing arrangements on 
board our men-of-war, and —* “A certain 
clause in the Navy Regulations provides that watch 
and divisional officers shall be wardroom officers. 
On nearly ang | ship afloat this regulation is ig- 
nored, so as to allow ensigns to enter the wardroom 
mess; but staff officers, of the same rank, and much 
older and of longer service, must remain members 
of the steerage, or what is now called the ‘junior 
officers’’ mess. At present the average age of the 
members of the junior officers’ messes is about 23 
years, au age at which they are certainly qualified 
to have something better than hammocks to slee 
in, and one or two cram lockers apiece in whic 
to stuff an outfit of clothing valued at from $300 to 
$600."" He proposes that the captains’ mess include 
all the heads of the departments, that the space 
now sllotted to both wardrvom and junior officers’ 
quarters be iucluded in the wardroom. “Ip fact, 
do away with the junior officers’ mess, give every 
officer on the ship a room, and order to the ships 
only so many as can be given rooms and made com 
fortable, tor the comfort on board ship at best is 
poor comfort.’’ The junior further says: * The po- 
sition of junior officers on board ship is also ill- 
defined. The commanding officer grants privileges 
acd makes restrictious according to his own ideas. 
if alLofficers were quartered together there would 
be no question about rights and privileges. At the 
same time, the experience of and association with 
older officers would be beneficial to the youngsters. 
Let us do away with the relics of sailing ship days, 
and build our vew steel cruisers so that officers, as 
well as men, shall have cause to congratulate them - 
selves and the country on a comfortable and effi- 
cient fleet of fighting ships.”

OUR NEW NAVY. . 


THERE Is now a reasonable prospect of three new 
vessels being pat into commission within the next 
fortnight—ihe Baltimore, Charleston and Petrel. 
None of these bave as yet been formally accepted, 
but the necessary papers are being put in shape and 
it is only a question of a few days when these ves- 
sels will come into possession of the Government. 
The detail of their offivers bas been under cunsider- 
ation for some time and could be announced within 
afew days if necessary. Capt, Schley, who will com- 
mand the Bultimore, is anxious to have her officered 
atonce. Lieur. Uriel Sebree bas just been ordered 
as his executive officer. Comdr. Brownson bas been, 
selected for the command of the Petrel and Captain” 
J.C. Watson will, it is generally believed, be given 
the command of the Charleston. The disposition of 
these vessels after being put in the rest of the ,de- 
tail will speedily follow. Commission has been a 
matter of speculation for some time. The Charles- 
ton, it is known, will be assigned as flagship of the 
Asiatic Station. The Baltimore will, it is eae 
believed, make nee oe * as flagsh 4 Poe 
home. ron.

It is certainly not spent 
upon equipment, if we are to believe the reports of 
the officers of the various districts. Sir Adolph can- 
not pretend that he is not supplied with sufficient 
money to maintain his army io good condition, be- 
cause all the money he has ever asked for has been 
freely and cheerfully granted by Parliament.” 














THE NAVAL TRIALS AT NEWPORT. 

Now THaT the new steel cruisers Chicago and 
Yorktown have completed their experimental trials 
at Newport, the question of the future of the new 
Navy is invested with peculiar interest, and the 
lessons resulting from the work in progress are cal- 
culated to prove of the highest practical benefit. 
Out of these initial test performances grow a variety 
of ideas for thoughtful consideration. Nor are 
these trials to be merely regarded as affording the 
requisite data of the capabilities of the new war- 
ships, in the matter of speed and seagoing qualities; 
they furnish also a critical test of their precise 
adaptability to meet all special exigencies in the 
time of war, and the particular duty to which they 
may on such occasion be assigned. The question is 
altogether wider than one merely of speed. Naval 
experts are fully aware that other essentials are 
necessary in these experiments to produce facts of 
operative value by the combination of effective de- 
tails; and the nature of these details, and the in- 
volved circumstances, are subjects to which the 
public rarely gives serious consideration. Too fre- 
quently the subject is regarded as merely the build- 
ing of larger or smaller ships, of steel instead of 
wood, of greater or lesser speed, and the manage- 
ment of one type of vessel is deemed as an identical 
performance in the control of the otber; all of 
which are fanciful ideas, as wide from the real facts 
as day is from night. 

It is only a few years ago—something less than a 
decade—that the United States Government turoed 
its serious attention to the necessity of recoveriog 
its position as a naval power. The American naval 
officere, outside their own study of the naval progress 
of foreign nations, had really no prectical oppo:- 
tunity to gain knowledge cf steel cruisers and all 
the incidents of complicated machinery. Their 
experience of naval war methods had been acquired 
in vessels of an obsolete type, with guns and mech— 
anism equally out of date; and, whatever the re 
sults of their own individual observation, the fact: 
remained, in turning their attention to the special 
requirements of modern warships, that many officers, 
middle-aged and in advanced years, found them - 
selves compelled to abandon a great part of their 
life-long education and start upon the learning of 
new tasks and the acquirement of new experiences.. 

These are facts requiring strong emphasis, and at 
once point to practical conclusions. The new ships 
in commission—and those in course of construction 
—must be the well-equipped schools wherein to 
learn these new experiences; and in the manwuvring 
of these formidable modern fabrics the whole per- 
sonnel of the Navy—officers and men—must have 
skilful and effective training. There is evidence that 
the Secretary of the Navy has fully recognized the 
importance of this fact in tke action recently taken 
by him in ordering a series of speed and tactical 
trials of the new cruisers, and when it is remem- 
bered that the special board, entrusted with the 
control of the elaborate exoeriments, is presided 
over by Commodore J. G. Walker, the chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, that action is all the more 
pronounced and suggestive, considering that the 
supervision of the military system of the Navy was 
lately assigned, by general order of the Secretary, 
to the office of which the Commodore is chief. 

The experimental trials of the new cruisers at 
Newport should, by their very completeness, furnish 
the Navy Department with the fullest information 
as to the qualities of the new ships, under almost 
every condition of service. So as to avoid any de- 
terring effect on their speed, the measured mile 
course over which they will run has been laid in 
about twenty fathoms of water. This is a matter 
of the first importance, for recent naval experi- 
ments have proved that the speed of the fastest 
vessels is reduced when running jn shoal water; in 
other words, a minimum depth is required for every 
speed, and the most complete results have b2en 
attained where the bottom cannot be disturbed by 
the friction of the wave produced by the ship. 
Seven fathoms of water, it is now known, will re- 
duce the speed of any vessel capable of ruaning 
over 14 knots. It was due to this circumstance 
that the pneumatic dynamite gun cruiser Vesuvius 
failed to attain her contract speed in six fathoms. 
Subsequent trials iu deeper water demonstrated her 
ability to run beyond it. Tne full speed trials of 
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the new cruisers are made under forced draft, the 
best quality of picked coal being used; trials will 
be made with engines working at their lowest speed, 
and again at intermediate speeds; and all these 
combined experiments will be productive of formu- 
lated data for ‘‘speed and horse-power curves,” alike 
valuable in the comparison of economical efficiency 
of the different types, and affording suggestions 
for new designs. The sea trials of 24 or 48 hours 
duration, the weights of fuel consumed being care 
fully taken, will determine the speed at which a 
given distance can be accomplished with the least 
expenditure of coal. This ‘‘most economical 
speed” of each ship was formerly very low. The 
British ‘*‘ Admiralty speed,” prescribed for vessels 
during many years, was five knots, when despatch 
was nota necessity; but, since the introduction of 
double and triple expansion machinery, the speed 
is known to be greater, and probably is considerably 
greater than as yei calculated. To rightly deter- 
mine these questions will be productive of future 
economy and efficient management. 

These requisite and important operations will be 
supplemented by manceuvring and training trials 
which possess a purely military character and are 
essential studies in the art of war. Too much stress 
cannot be laid upon the necessity for a patient and 
proper solution of these problems. They will 
demonstrate to the practical mind just what 
methods to employ under various circumstances 
when engaged in battle; careful analysis and tabu- 
lation will be made of what a ship can exactly ac- 
complish under different conditions of screw and 
helm; the circle in which she can turn; the space 
necessary to effectually ram an enemy or to escape 
any such movement directed against herself; in 
fact, every contingency hkely to occur in hostile 
manoeuvring against a foe, in all tactical relations, 
will be closely studied in these thoroughly system- 
atic trials at Newport, and their ultimate value 
cannot be too forcibly impressed upon the public 
mind. The solution of these problems will mean 
the attainment of real naval progress and real effi- 
ciency; and the business-like features inaugurated 
by the Board, under the presidency of Commodore 
Walker, with whom are associated as members Oom- 
mander Goodrich, Passed Assistant Engineer Perry 
anc Naval Constructor Gatewood, cannot be too 
strongly encouraged and endorsed by every influ- 
ence of the country at large. It means practical 
operations of permanent value to the Naval Service, 
a secure feeling in knowledge that is acquired by 
actual contact; and any layman, with only a remote 
idea of naval affairs, will readily recognize and ap- 
plaud these important considerations. From man- 
cuvring and training trials, such as the Chicago 
and Yorktown will undergo, it is a natural sequence 
that the formation of a squadron of evolution can- 
not be much longer delayed; and the organization 
of such a fleet for enlarged evolutionary operations 
on our coasts would prove a wise development in 
the training system of our Navy which should carry 
with it the emphatic and hearty support of the 
whole country. 


REPAIRING OLD SHIPS. 

How are the mighty fallen! ‘‘The Iroquois on 
her full-power trial in San Francisco Bay attained 
a maximum speed of seven and two-tenth knots.” 
Such was the telegraphic announcement of the 
latest achievement of this once famous fast cruiser. 
It reads more like a report of the trial of Fulton’s 
first boat upon the Hudson than of a United States 
man-of-war of the last quarter of this century! 
When the Jroguois made her appearance, something 
less than the third of a century ago, she fulfilled in 
all respects the expectations of her desigaers, and 
attained to the full the high standard which we had 
set for ourselves in our naval constructions, being 
better, faster and more heavily armored than any 
vessel of a corresponding class in any of the navies 
of the world; the French L’ Hirondelle was the only 
craft that could approach her in beauty of design 
or in speed, and she was far inferior in the matter 
of armament. 

In her maiden cruise in the Mediterranean, the 
Iroquois not only distanced every man-of-war afloat 
on that station, but more than once ‘‘ showed a 
clean pair of heels” to the fastest mail steamers. 
She was then good for thirteen knots, a most un- 
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usual speed in those days. Subsequently in the 
Mississippi, in search of the Sumter and on the 
blockade off Wilmington she maintained her reputa- 
tion for speed, having logged twelve and three- 
quarter knots at sea as late as the fall of 1863 She 


decadence began. On her cruise in the Channel 
and to the eastward of the Oape of Good Hope in 
search of the Shenandoah, she could not come up 
to her former performance by two knots, and during 
later cruises in China, where she has been for at 
least two entire commissions, she never got above 
ten knot+, and hardly attained that. She was 
supplied with new cylindrical boilers at Mare Island 
some seven years since and her coal capacity very 
largely reduced, but she managed to get along 
fairly well during a long commission in the Pacific, 
and now she again flies the pennant, but in what 
mockery of her former achievements! The folly of 
putting new wine into old bottles was never better 
illustrated than in her case, and it ought to be a 
good object lesson for our legislative authorities. 
Of course, we must have some vesse's afloat to look 
after our interests, but it does seem like folly to 
spend any money whatever on a seven knot ship in 
these days. Better that she had gone into honor- 
able and well earned retirement in rotien row, 
along with the Quinnebaug and Juniata, than to 
have remained to cumber the Navy list. 

For the policy of repairing old ships, Congress 
and the Navy Department must take the blame in 
the proportion of about two to one. Had any of 
ex-Secretary Chandler’s predecessors taken the 
ground he took some years ago, the new Navy 
would not have been so long in its beginning, and 
it is to bis wise persistence (against the expressed 
ideas of some of his Bureau officers) iv the 20 per 
cent. limit that we owe what we have to-day in the 
way of an improved Service. Had the limit been 
made 33 per cent., as the then Chief Oonstructor 
recommended, we should still have had a lot of 
lame ducks on the list, and would not have had so 
many new ships under contract. It was only when 
under the operation of the aet of 1882 the list of 
vessels was reduced to a ridiculously small number 
that Congress was forced to take action, and it is, 
we repeat, to Mr. Chandler that the country owes 
the foundation upon which our present new Navy is 
being constructed. 





Orricers of the Revenue Marine Service have be- 
gun early and are working hard to secure legisla- 
tion during the coming session fora transfer to 
the naval service. They seem well united now on the 
proposition, and with the Secretary of the Navy in- 
terested and outside inflaences at work, it is highly 
probable that something will be accomplished this 
winter. Mr. Chandler is to be the special champion 
of the movement. The bill that he will offer con- 
templates the transfer of the Service, just as it 
stands, to the contrel of the Navy, to form a sep- 
arete corps therein, and to be subject to the laws 
and regulations now applied to the Naval Service. 
All vacancies are to be filled from graduates of the 
Naval Academy. We have already expressed our 
opinion most decidedly in favor of the proposed 
consolidation. Indeed, the arguments presented in 
the Army AND Navy Journal have done much 
to convince nearly all of the wisdom of a pro- 
ject about which there was some doubt at first. 
The arguments presented when we first argued the 
subject have been constantly gaining force. 








Ir is found that the system of minute sub-divi- 
sions, adopted in modern warships, so seriously in- 
terferes with getting the coal out and in to the 
bunkers, that a delay results which might be fatal 
in actual warfare. To convey the coal from the 
upper tier of bunkers to the lower and thence to 
the furnaces, requires a passage through some dozen 
water-tight doors, every one of which ought, theo- 
retically, to be closed before the ship goes into 
action. This would require the coal to be hoisted 
from the upper bunkers on deck and from there 
lowered into the stoke hole. In point of fact there- 
fore, says a correspondent of the London Times, the 
water-tight doors are not merely useless but in very 
truth a mockery, a delusion and a snare. If the 
Mersey went into action she would unquestionably 





do so with at least a dozen, and very possibly a

score, of her watertight doors unclosed. Every 
bulkhead which these doors are supposed to render 
watertight thus becomes not merely a superfluity 
but a hindrance. Without them the fires coald be 
fed and the ship could be coaled with comparative 
ease.” If the watertight doors are closed, a vessel 
with a nominal speed of 19 knots at sea will have a 
fighting speed not exceeding 12 or 13 knots. 








It looks more and more as if the new Navy now 
in sight is to be a ‘‘ home Navy,” and one that can- 
not get far from a friendly dockyard, where the 
necessary frequent docking and bottom-cleaning 
can take place. Indeed, it has been said at the 
Department that it would seem undesirable to send 
the Roach cruisers abroad ‘‘to gather barnacies un- · 
til they should get home again.” The experience 
of the Dolphin on her trip around the world will 
be a useful one, and the publication of the various 
reports of her commanding officer as to the condi- 
tion of her bottom when docked will be awaitel 
with interest. The latest vessels designed on the 
other side of the Atlantic are to be sheathed, and 
no doubt the McCann board will take careful cog- 
bizance of this fact. It is to be hoped that the 
arguments of Naval Constructor Hichborn in favor 
of sheathed veasels will prove potent, and that the 
recommendations of this board will include a pro- 
vision for ships that when they have a speed of 16 
or 18 knots will not have to go into dock and have 
their bottoms blackleaded like a racing cutter 
whenever it is wished to force them. With sheath- 
ing they will be enabled to make their highest speed 
whenever called upon. Let us have no fictitious 
measured mile speeds, but let them be sea speeds, 
as attainable at the close of a commission as at tte 
first trial after launching. 








CONSIDERING carefully the results of the recent 
naval mauoouvres, the Army and Navy Gazette 
comes to this conclusion: *‘We can protect the 
Thames at the expense of nearly all the other places 
round our shores and the best part of our com- 
merce, but that is about all we can protect with our 
navy as itis. As victory rested with the defenders 
in the two general actions, the British public has 
been led to believe that their side won. Nothing 
could be farther from the fact ; and putting on one 
side the absurdity of the Rodney and Howe fighting 
and taking within 14 days four such vessels as the 
Collingwood, Camperdown, Hero and Inflexibdle, 
Admiral Baird actually accomplished what he was 
instracted to try and do—ravage the commerce and 
raid the coast ; while Admiral Tryon, with all his 
excellent plans and arrangements, was no more 
able to execute his work of destruction than his 
predecessor of last year.” 








SECRETARY OF WaR Proctor has given consider- 
able attention this week to applications for the three 
staff positions and when the President returns to 
Washington next week will be prepared to name the 
candidates who, in his opinion, are deserving of 
consideration. We have authority for the statement 
that he has been seriously considering the names and 
papers of several civilian candidates for the posi- 
tion who have good Army records in connection 
with other strong recommendations. The care, 
however, with which he has been looking into the 
records of fifty or more ist lieutenants of the line 
encourages the belief that at least two out of the 
the three will be selected from the line. The last 
of the three vacancies occurs Oct. 4 next, when 
Colonel Beckwith, of the Subsistence Department, 
retires, and all three appointments may be looked 
for within a day or two thereafter. 








Our account this week of the results of the rifle 
competitions of the Division of the Atlantic closes 
the record for the season of 1889. We have en- 
deavored from week to week as the competitions 
have progressed to keep our readers fully informed, 
and a resumé of the whole will show pretty accu- 
rately what has been accomplished. 








We note that hereafter Colonel J. J. Coppinger, 
U. 8. A., the Superintendent of the Recruiting Ser- 
vice, is to visit the three principal recruiting depots 
at least once every two months and make an in- 
spection of them. These matters move slowly some- 
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times, but when they do move and in the righ* 
direction then beneficial results may be anticipated. 





Tue Rev. Charles H. Fowler, D. D. of Sau Fran 
cisco, a bishop of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
who bas just completed a tr p around the globe, is 
qnoted as expressing the belief that ten years hence 
America would pay for its anti-Chinese laws with 
the blood of her citizens. *‘ China is not asleep,” he 
said. “They talk little, but they think. lo some 
of the interior towns | met Chinamen who would 
surprise you by their knowledge. *You lowed 
landee in China?’ they ask. ‘ Yes,’ I replied. * Chi- 
namen no lowed landee in Melica,’ they reply; ‘why 
you lowed come bere?’ One man said to me one 
day: *Me no Clistian or me sendee youaway.’ I 
tell you they are thinking and trouble is brewing. 
The greatest prince in China said to me one day: 
* We are looking after our home interests now. Ten 
years will put China in shape as to her interior ar- 
rargements; then we will look after her outside 
interests." They are making great guns and iron- 
clads and are manning them. ln ten years a coun- 
try with one third of the inhabitants of the globe 
will be ready to ask what we meant by trifling with 
her treaty.”’ Cur own self-respect should prompt 
us to observe all honorable obligations, but the Rev 
erend Fowler is giving bimself unnecessary alarm as 
toa Chinese invasion. A country in which it re- 
quires eight months to geta load of explosives 300 
miles, and wherea caravan of supplies, going an 
equal distance, is stalled in the mud for thirty days, 
is not formidable asa military power. China hasa 
discipline of generations to undergo before she can 
compete with modern nations upon their own 
ground—if ever. 








THAT was a happy thought on the part of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy in having the handsome models of 
the new vessels of war moved from his private office 
to the publie corridors in the Navy Department. 
Here they are seen and inspected with the keenest 
interest by every uew visitor to the building. Four 
models have thus far been placed in the corridor— 
the Muine, Baltimore, Charleston, and Newark. 
The Vesuvius and two of the gunboats will soon be 
represented, and eventually it is proposed to place 
ov exhibition a model of each type of war vessel. 
Tbe War Department is also considering the advisa- 
bility of placing on exhibition in its corridors 
models of such implemeuts of war as may interest 
the sightseer and at the same time distinguish one 
Department from the other. 








G. O. 74. To be issued from Army Headquarters 
in a few days, makes a number of amendments to 
Paragraphs 1856. 1857 and 1858, concerning the dis- 
position of old silken colors, standards and guidons, 
the most important of which provides that the 
names of battles in which regiments, eugineer 
battalions, light batteries or troops shall have borne 
a meritorious part, will be engraved upon silver 
rings fastened on thestaves of the colors, guidons 
or standards. It also provides that the use of the 
regimental colors of infantry and artillery will be 
ecnfined to occasions of ceremony of the permanent 
station of the regimental or battalion headquarters. 








Tue statue in honor of General Cezar Rodney 
will be unveiled with due cerem ny at Dover, Del., 
Oct. 18. The friend of Washington and created a 
brigadier by him, Rodney served Congress faith- 
fully during the Revolution.

THE VOICE OF EXPERIE ‘CE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I HAVE read with the greatest interest and plea- 
sure the } pee in the September number of the 
Journal of the Military Service Institution by Lieut. 
MeAnvaney on desertion. B-sides being in itself a 
very able article, this paper possesses an added 
value in being the expression of opinion of an in- 
telligent man who has passed the ordeal of service 
as an enlisted soldier, and whose views may there- 
fore be confidently accented as the expression of 
the class of men most interested, but who until now 
have been without a competent champion. On 
page 461 Lieut. McAnaney gives the causes of deser 
tion: 1 The monotony of the soldier’s life. 2. Its 
unnecessary restraints. 3. The low social position 
of the enlisted man. 

The first two enumerated causes are undoubtedly 
correct, but. the third should be no more a cause for 
desertion than for a vivilian mechanic or laborer to 
quit work because bis social position is not equal 
tv that of other people in his town. Social position 
cannot be forced. It isa matter of wort, conduct, 
and growth. The present position of the enlisted 
man, social and otherwise, is five bundred per cent. 
higher tban it was forty years ago, and that it is not 
still bigber is due to the conduct of the grosser and 
wore brutish element of that class. To within a 
comparatively few years enlisted men were re- 
garded simply as fighting machines. Io the terrible 
wars that devastated Furope in the last and begin- 
ning of this century brutality and license of all 
kinds were forgiven to the soliier provided he was 
always ready for battle. He was in ill repute with 
peaceable citizens and deserved it. On to the 
shoulders of the soldiers of the presevt day has 
fallen this mantle of ill repute. · Like the negro, 
who for generations to come must fight down his 
curse of color, so the enlisted man must fizht down 
the evil attached to his name, and win his way to 
social standing by patient endeavor in good con- 
duct. There is no power iv the War Department or 
in the Government to elevate the sociai position of 
the enlisted man. He must doit for bimself, 

Lt. McA, advoca‘tes permission to the enlisted man 
to wear any respectable garb he pleases’’ when on 
pass, and adds that a man ‘‘ cannot disgrace the uni- 
form if he does vot wearit.” There he errs. An 
officer drunk in a gutter, or creating disturbance in 
a disorderly house, would, if recognized and brought 
to trial, receive from a Court-martial exactly the 
same seotence whether in uniform or in citizens’ 
clothing. The disgrace is not that the uniform is 
worn, but that a man having the right to wear it 
sbould disgrace himself and through himself the 
uniform. 

Acain, with flighty, excitable youngsters there is, 
when disguised in civilian dress, a coustant tempta- 
tion to play some prank or kick up some mad-cap 
frolic, which would pot bave been thought of if in 
uviform. The uviform 1s a self-respecting safeguard 
against temptation, and should be worn much more 
than it is by both officers aud enlisted men. 

In bis enumeration of the causes of desertion, 
Lieut. McA. omits several which an experience of 
many — has taught me to be even more effective 
thau those mentioned by him: 

1. The restlessness natural to the American people. 

2. A wisunderstanding (real or pretended) of the 
oath of enlistment. 

3. The almost certainty of eluding capture. 

* The very slight punishment accorded to the 
crime. 

5. (And most potent of all.) The sbsolute inflexi- 
bility of the tenure of service. 

1, Of this natural restiessness I have had many 
examples, the most remarkable of which was a man 
who confessed to me that he had deserted seven 
times in leas than three years, enlisting at the near- 
est recruiting office forsome remote regiment. Ln 
this way he had seen a large part of the country. 
He excuse was that he liked to travel and see new 
places. 

2 There is a singular but widespread belief, aris- 
ing. —S from the peculiar arrangement and 
wording of the enlistment papers, that the enlist- 
ment is a contract which may be terminated without 
dishonor at tbe will of either party; that the oath to 
“truly serve,” etc., is binding only ine the con- 
tinuation of the contract; that desertion is not per- 
jury, and thatthe punishment of the deserter is 
simply for violation of contract. A newspaper pro- 
mulgating this doctrine, received at a post which [ 
commanded, entailed on the Government a loss of 
nearly 40 men 1n one night. 

4. Asa general rule the punishment awarded by 
Courts-martial for desertion is dishonorable dis- 
charge and two years in the Leavenworth prison. A 
dissatisfied man with three or four years yet to serve 
looks coolly at the chances of capture and sentence. 
“I'd rather,” he argues, **serve two years in prison 
with —— — comfortable, eight hours’ work, no 
guard duty, and every nicht in bed, than a longer 
time here.” Off be goes and whether captured or 
rot isof little importance to him, as he has already 
calculated all chances and possibilities. 

5. Lieut. McA. says that scarce any man serves out 
his five years’ enlistment without strong temptation 
to desert. The causes of dissatisfaction may be as 
varied as the individuals themselves, but whatever 
the cause the man must bear his burden or desert. 
It is easy to get into the Service, but almost i npos- 
sible to get out of it, except by death or expiration 
of time. 

Let Congress pass a law by which an enlisted man 
may purchase bis discharge, and all subsequent de 
sertions will be of aciass of men that the Army is 
best without. The better class of men even though 
dissatisfied will stick it out and save money for the 
purchase of their discharges, and above all, such is 
human pature, with most men, the desire to leave 
the Service will vanish with the power and right to 
doso.

MILITARY BANDS. 


Tue wilitary bavds of the United States are the 
rubject of a very interesting article contmbuted to 
Harper's Weekly of Sept. 28 by Leon Mead. There 
are, itappears, over 10,000, averaging io the cities 
25 men; in country towns 12 to 18 mem- 
bers. Despite the bumorous and sarcastic depre- 
ciation they have received from the press, the mili- 
tary bands of this covutry are doing a great edu- 
cational work among the people. They dispense 
both the popular and higber class music of the day 
in remote sections where the inhabitants are un- 
able to hear them at first hand, and without their 
local band they would perhaps never hear them at 
all. Among the various nationalities represented 
in our military bands, the Germans, reliable as 
performers and stead y-going in temperament, at 
domipate ten to one. In the larger cities the Ital- 
jars come next in numbers. There are compara- 
tively few French musicians in this country; the 
number of native Americans being the smallest in 
the het, though they are increasing year by year. 
As musicians the English, Irish and Scotch belong 
to about the same artistic grade, no appreciable su- 

riority of skill or accomplishment being po 

y one over the other. Curiously enough, the best 
musicians are usually very nervous men. Their 
sensibilities seem to attain an almost abnormal de- 
velopment. They are 1 excited or irritated, 
often by trifling causes, which always keeps them 
on tbe edge of a row with one or more of their as 
sociates. It scarcely seems credible that divine 
melody could be such a‘strain on the uervous 
system. Yet the fine musician usually pos- 
sesses a delicate, uneven temper, and though 
playing like an angel before the public, 
he may act like a demon bebind the scenes. 
The bands that receive special mention for excel- 
lence are the Marine Band, Sousa leader; D. W. 
Reeves’s American Band, Providence, R. I., and 
Cappa’s Seventh Regt. Band. But a large part of 
the article is occupied with a record of the triumph 
of Patrick Sarsfield Gilmore, who “to-day stands 
without a peer in bis line in this country if not 
abroad.” “ Poor and unknown, be landed in Boston 
in 1848 He was only 19, but bis rare abilities were 
promptly recognized. Ten years later, in 1858, he 
organized bis own band, having meanwhile been the 
leader successively of the Suffolk Band, of Boston, 
the Boston Brigade Band, and the Salem Band. Sig- 
nor Carlo Alberto Cappa is singularly well fitted tor 
the moegensinte position of bandmaster of the lead- 
ing regiment of tbe National Guard. He is 55 years 
of age, having been born at Alessandria, in Pied- 
mont, io 1834. His father was a major in Napoleon's 
army, and died from a wound received during the 
retreat from Moscow. Carle began bis musical 
studies at the age of 10.  Aftera five years’ course 
in the Royal Academy at Asti—devoted exclusively 
to the instruction of sons of soldiers—he joined the 
band of the 6tb Lancers, in which be played the first 
trombone. Remaining in the army for four years, 
he then enlisted in the U.S. Navy, ava inthe frigate 
Congress wade a two years’ cruise. On his arrival in 
New York, in 1858, Cappa then a stalwart young 
man of 24, joined Kendalt's Band, and, later on, the 
7t Regt. Baod when Grafulla became its leader, in 
1860. Though Cappa bas served in the 7th Regt. for 
29 years—tor the last eight years as its leader—bis 
service has not been continuous. From 1869 to 1876 
he played first trombone in the Theodore Thomas 
Orchestra. He also played the euphonium in the or- 
chestra of the Mapleson Opera Co. for three years.” 








NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Beginning with the new volume in October, the 
English Illustrated Magazine will be printed in new 
type, and the letter press will be printed across the 
page; the magazine will also be increased in size. 
During the yeur there will appear, among other 
articles, a series of illustrated papers by Her Royal 
Highuess the Princess Christian; a series of illus- 
trated sporting articles, written by men who have 
played a prominent part in the sporting world; 
among which, in an early number, will be issued 
* Yacht Racing,” by the Right Honorable the Earl 
of Dunraven; illustrations of the yachts Valkyrie, 
Trex, Yarana, and others will be produced. In 
view of the iocreased circulation of the magazine 
in the United States, special efforts will be made to 
interest American readers, and the editor bas 
secured the co-operation of authors and artists 
whose works have already gained much popularity 
in thia country. 

Paul B. Du Chaillu’s great work, “ The Vikio 
Age,” the publication of which has been severa 
times postponed owing to the vastness of the work, 
is now definitely announced by the Scribners for 
issuance next month. The work promises to be the 
most important of the year’s publications. It is the 
product of years of incessant labor, and throws a 
flood of light upon the character of the progenitors 
of the English-speaking race. The important fact 
will be proven and made clear by Mc. Du Casillu 
that those Northmen who, at the decadence of the 
Roman E npire, overran and settled in Britain and 
the Northern coast of Germany and France, were 
not barbarians, as bas long been erroveously sup- 
posed, but a most bighly civilized and accomplished 
people. Tbe work will have over 1,400 illustratious, 
consist of two volumes, and has been made thor- 
oughly popular in its character. 

The authentic news of Stanley’s march toward 
Mombasa lends an extraordinary interest to the 
article by Joseph Thomeon, announced to appear 
in the October Scribner (published on the 25th of 
this month) under the title “* How 1 crossed Masai- 
land.”” In that article will be found statement 
which Stanley’s course justifies ina manner little 
less than extraordinary, Mr. Thomson rehearsing 
the old question of the choice of route between the 
coast and Emin's — — and pointing out that 
in the opinion of Gordon, Sir —- Baker, Emia 
Pasha and bimself “the route of the future” lay 
through Masai-land, by the re! which he explored 
in the expedition de:cribed in this paper. Mr. 
Thomson succeeded in coming tbrough “ without 





the loss of a single man by violence.” 
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GEN. STANLEY’S OPINION OF GEN. COX. 


BRIGADIER-GEvERAL D. S. Stanuey, U. 8S. A., 
writes from San Antonio, Texas, Sept. 10, 1889, a 
letter to the New York Sun which must give an un- 
comfortable quarter of an hour to the suthor of a 
volume in Scribner's War Series, entitled, ** The 
March to the Sea, Franklin, Nashville."" Gen. Stan- 
ley says: 

“When the notorious one-term man, Jacob D. 
Cox, formerly of Canada, but later from Ohio, de- 
sired to write an autobiograpby he styled it ‘The 
March to the Sea, Franklin, Nashville.’ The mis- 
statements that Cox makes in that book were not 
considered worthy of notice, as they were known to 
be untrue by all the principals in that battle, and 
because Cox was writing a self-laudatory book for 
the edification of himself and friends, which it was 
not supposed that any seeker for truth would treat 
seriously. Cox endeavored by sinister expressions 
in this book to create the idea that he was the com- 
mander of the forces there during the battle of 
Franklin, when, in fact, he was only the commander 
of adivision of the 234 Corps, but temporarily io 
command of that corps.” 

* * * * * 

“Tbat Cox should prevaricate in his autobio- 
pete, deny to be expected from a man of his ehar⸗ 
acter, but knowing that Cox well knew tbat he was 
not writing the truth, it was sup that when 
public attention was called to the plaiu inferenve to 
be derived from his statements, he would deny that 
such aninference was intended, and would eudeavor 
to explain away the meaning of the words; but it 
seems that he has related these lies so often to ad- 
miring friends and to others whodid not know the 
facts, and was so pleased that his tales were not at 
once denied, although there are hundreds of men 
living who knew that they were not true, that be 
was emboldened to come out in the February Cen- 
tury and claim that the insinuations that Geu. Kim- 
ball’s division and Bridge's artillery bad actually 
been placed under his orders, that he commanded at 
Franklin, and that Gen. Stanley had been wounded 
and retired from the field were actual facts. 

“Cox, in the first instance hoped, when he wrote 
this autobiography, that some careless historian 
would, without investigation, take his statement as 
true, and later events showed that his hope was 
realized ip a small way.” 

Gen. Cox’s claim to having taken Gen. Stanley's 
command at the battle of Franktinu, is based upon 
the statement that Ger. Stanley was wounded and 
left the field. Of this, Gen. Stanley says : 

* This is not true, for I did not leave the field or 
go north of the river until after dark, and the battle 
was over. These misstatements of Cox's are not 
such as van be exoused by the mere explanation of 
terms or by statipg that people may differ by seeing 
things from different ne Either Gen. Cox 
deliberately acd knowingly falsifies and tries to 
filich another’s credit or Gen. Stanley does so. [ 
propose to show by indisputable proof that Gen. 
Cox's statement that he commanded the line south 
of the Harpeth River during the battle of Franklin, 
and that | ietired from the battlefield before the 
fight was ended, are deliberate and malicious Hes.“ 

Various official documents are quoted to sustain 
Gen. Stanley’s position and he exclaims: * What a 
pitiable plight this miserable filcher of reputation is 
left in by these letters! [c is a difficult task to 
prove a man a liar to bis own friends, but we have 
ample authority for even that. It is true that J 
would not believe this authority on oath, but it is 
one whom Gen. Cox cannot well affurd to discredit, 
and that authority is Jacob D. Cox himself.”’ 

Concluding, Gen. Stanley says : 

* Had Jacob D. Cox robbed a bank or atolen Gov 
ernment money, he would nuw probably be evjoy- 
ing the hospitality of his native Canada, but he has 
committed a greater and more shameful crime, but 
on which the statutes are silent. To your Rastero 
readers the expression of the one-term man as ap- 
plied to Cox iu Ohio may not be understood. Ue is 
so called because be only is permitted to serve one 
term in any place, for as soon as bis true character 
becomes known he finds it expedient to seek a term 
at something else. He was one term Governor of 
Ohio, one term a Congressman, oue brief term a 
member of President Grant’s Cabinet, frum which 
he was incontinently ‘fired,’ and a very short term 
the receiver of the Wabash Ruilroad. in the Army 
he was 4 military tramp, serving a term with one 
army, theo a term with another, never staying long 
with any. No reason is known why Gen. Cox 
should attempt to assume that he fought the battle 
of Franklin more than any other. It is presu 
that be wanted to stick to his favorite numeral, and 
get credit for commanding in one battle, and in his 
blind desire to be considered a one batt'e hero he 
bas not hesitated to put himself on record as such 
by trampling down the truth, customs of war, the 
regulations of the Army, and the law.”

lotage would be at onve established. Tae officers 
of the Navy would then have to perform at least 
one tour of duty, under circumstances the most fa- 
vorable, for becoming acquainted with the harbors 
of the country. Moreover it would increase their 
ability to actas pilots even in strange waters. It 
would teach them the effects of tides and currents, 
and give taem experience in judging distances. It 
would give them that quickness of observation, and

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confidence in themselves so necessary to the pilot. 
and would add one more to the many 
accomplishments which distinguish the A 
naval officer. For many reasons the Revenue Mar- 
ine should be consolidated with the Navy, and the 
above is not the least.

UNDER FALSE COLORS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Crossrne recently from Rotterdam to Harwich, 
Bog., | met on the steamer an American of about 
30 years, whose only au old valise, was 
marked, *“‘ Capt. D—, of Baltimore, Md.” 

At supper, the captain, who sat near, informed 
me amonog other things, that he had inspected many 
of the forta about Paris—tbat the colonel of artil- 
lery, commanding, had been directed to show him 
about Mont Valérien. 

I expressed surprise at his success, stating that L 
bad understood such tavors were extremely difficult 
to secure as tothe torts about Parisand especially 
so at that time, when Paris was crowded with 
strangers froin all countries; whereupon the cap- 
taia explained that he was an ex-officer of our 
Army, which enabled our legation to obtain for 
him special privileges. 

His evident lack of military training, not to men- 
tiou his shabby uppearance generally, led me to 
ask what commission he had held. He bad been a 
lst lieutenant of Eogineers aod bad resigned four 
years ago. He was uf the class of 1874. Now, as a 
plebe, [ bad been special duty man for several men 
of that class and kuew that the captain was a fraud 
or that my memory was defective, and | was like- 
wise eure | had never seen his name among those of 
the Engineer Corps. 

Without disclosing my own status, I asked, ina 
cusual way, about several members of the elass of 
“74.” Ob, yes; he remembered Wittich—* a very 
tall man.” Not when I knew him; * on the con- 
trary quite tbe reverse.”” Surely, he must remem- 
ber Symons, who also went into the Engineer Corps 
from that class. ‘ Yes, very well.’’ 

But, after several attempts, the captain, whose 
success at recalling bis alleged classmates had been 
very indifferent, evidentiy began to seriously dis- 
trust bis memory, for he now refrained carefully 
from mentioning any of their characteristics what- 
soever, and soon retired from the table, stating that 
the ship’s motion made him uncomfortable and he 
must get out on deck. 

I knew be must feel bad to leave his dessert, pie 
at that, for 1 bad noticed that he wasa “ powerful” 
eater. 

Being naturally anxious to renew the pleasant sub- 
ject—reminiscences of mutual friends—l tried later 
to find the captain, but he hud doubtless been 
obliged to retire to his room. Strange! for the sea 
Was as smnooth as a pond. But some people are 
very sensitive. 

This incident emphasized a thought that had sev- 
eral times occurred to me while abroad—the ease 
with which our legations and consulates might be 
im upon. 
hey do not, as I think, require sufficient identifi- 
cation of persons applying for special privileges as 
officers of the Army. 

In my own case, though 1 had an officer's pass- 
port, it was not even mentioned. My own intro- 
duction, or my visiting card, was in all instances 
sufficient to seeure the services of our legations or

A QUESTION OF TACTICS. 


A DECIDEDLY fine point in the present Infantry 
Tactics bas been brought up by the question, 
** When does the ceremony of dress parade o?” 
which appeared, wiih our answer, in the last issue 
of the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL. It is only of im- 
portance in its effect upon the execution of certain 
portions of the manual of arms, by guides and file 
closers, and as tactics and official decisions alike 
fail to fix the point specifically, some variance of 
opinions among tactical studeuts exist. The essen- 
tial point is whetber guides and file closers i: each 
company should execute “Support arms" at the 
command of the captain, after the company has 
been dressed on the line of the battalion. Our 
opinion as given is that they should not do so, aud 
this is sustained 1 the practice at West Point. 

Against this opinion, it is argued thatupto the 
time the adjutant direvts the captain of the first 
company to bring it to parade rest every detail of 
the formation is the same as in the formation of 
line for drill, inspection or review, and that until 
some distinctive part of theceremony of dress 

e is ordered, the guides and file closers van- 
not know that they are engaged in that ceremony. 
Others argue that the ceremony does not u 
until the battalion ip vompletely formed, and that 
the presence of the commanding officer in his proper 
post is necessary to such completion. 

We are clearly of the opinion that the formation 
with bayonets fixed is the suffivient indication to 
the guides and file closers that the occasion is a 
ceremony, not a drill. Up to the time when the 
first company is brought to parade rest, there is 
nothing to indicate what the ceremony is to be, but 
the fixed bayonets determine that it is not a drill, 
and, therefore, the exemption from the s fied 

rts of the manual should apply. The ceremony

THE HILTON TROPHY BLUNDER.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


A smokeless powder is s1id to have been produced 
by Captain Noble, of Elswick, England, which ap- 
pears to be perfectly reliable, and which is at the 
same time practically smokeless and noiseless in its 
explosion. The powder is acurious greyish-looking 
maternal, in loug threads of a whipcord like form, 
asbape probably due to bydraulic pressure. Its 
action is most startling. At 300 yards rauge not a 
sound is heard when a volley is fired witb it, and 
only a faint haze arises, which is almost impercepti- 
ble, whilst a shower of bullets is seen to fall upon 
the targets, au effect produced seemingly without 
cause. The most recent experiments with the Italian 
smokeless powder are said to have given excellent 
results. It bas been found that wheo firing with 
this powder the men are able to bit the target twice 
as often as with the ordinary kind. 





Another gun burst—one of the 38-ton muzzle- 
loaders of the Ajax this time—supposed to have 
been done by a shell breaking up in the piece. Was 
this caused by a too-sensitive fuze, or have we an- 
other instance of double loading? Or did ths 
gun droop at the muzzle? We cau ask a pum- 
ber of questions, but shall we get any answer? 
Parliament is vo longer sitting, and the probability 
is that we shall not. Yet itis all important that an 
explanation should be given, and given speedily. 
Our Bluejackets aod Marines are already getting 
scared about these guos, and nothing but a thor- 
ough elucidation will give reassurance. There is the 
Victoria without a gun, one of her 110-ton breech- 
loaders; and Elswick aud the Naval Ordnance De- 
partment are said to be at hammer and tongs as to 
who is to pay forthe wasted ones. What is the 
matter there? More drouping at the muzzle? Surely 
it is time that a new departure was made in this gun 
construction business, or we shall be landed ina 
hole some day.—Army and Navy Gazette. 

Experiments have been recently conducted at the 
Paris Exhibition with a Gras rifle to which the 
Maxim-Nordenfeldt automatic mechanism had 
been fitted, the mechanism being mounted oa 
wheels. General Casseron De Villenoisy, in the 
Avenir Militaire; reports that 120 cartridges were 
fired in 12 seconds. He speaks of the surpassing 
qualities of the arm—its power, equal to that 
of 200 men—never fatigued, the accuracy and 
constanc of its aim, the ease with which 
its position may be concealed from the enemy 
(if smokeless powder be used), and the im- 
mense advantage of exposing but a single man. 
According to General De Villenoisy, the new arm 
will figure in the next European war. He foresees 
a complete change ia the manuer of disposing 
troops and giving battle. “A battery of artillery 
which sbould allow itself to be approached within 
1,600 metres, would be swept away, men and horses, 
in @ fraction of a minute. A battalion or a squadron 
would disappear without a survivor being able to 
tell the disaster. What will become of the superior- 
ity of numbers, of undisciplined crowds, when @ 
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single man, very calm, —* sure of his action, be- 
cause it will be possible for him to secure a good 
shelter almost anywhere, can throw as many pro- 
jectiles as an entire battalion?” 








While the Ajax was engaged in shell practice 
after the receut manceuvres, a shell expioded with- 
in a 38-ton gun, that bad been run out in the turret 
to be fired, and the gun bursting, a greater part of 
it fell iato the sea, but one piece flew into the tur- 
ret, one seaman being slightly wounded. 





It is said that the secret of the production of 
cheap aluminum has been lost by the sudden death 
of the proprietor of the works, Mr.Seymour. He 
used some unknown chemical at a certain moment 
of the action of the fuzing and separation. Ali the 
employees were excluded from the room wh le he 
went through the mysterious process, and anxiety 
is expressed lest the secret died with him. 








OPENING THE NORFOLK DRYDOCK. 


THAT was a jolly party that went to Norfolk on 
Thursday last the guests of Messrs. J. E. Simpson 
and Cv. to witness the formal opening of the new 
drydock at that place. And aroyal good time they 
had, too. It composed the following naval people, 
in addition to about 50 newspaper men and otber 
invited guests: Admiral Jouett, Commo. Weaver, 
Commo. White, Chief of Bureau of Yards and Docks; 
Col. W. B. Remey, Pay Director Schenck, Chief 
Engineer Fietcher, Naval Constructors Bichborn, 
Boush and Varney, Capt. A. P. Cooke, Comdr. Terry, 
Lieut. A. B. Wyckoff, Col. Nicholson and Maj. Low- 
ry, Marine Corps; Lieut. Lucien Young, Chief 
Clerk John W. Hogg, Messrs. Merritt, Yeatman and 
Mackay, of the Bureau of Yards and Docks; Chief 
Clerk Smith, Bureau of Steam Engineering; B. FP. 
Peters, of the Secretary's Office; Civil Engr. Peary 
and Major French, Chief of Navy Pay Division of 
the 2d Comptroller’s Office. 

The party left Washington Sept. 18, pong: 3 joined 
in Baltimore by other 1ovited guests from that city, 
New York and Philadelphia. They took a Bay hne 
steamer from there, arriving at the Norfolk Yard 
about 9o0’clock the po member | morning, where the 
Yantie, gorgeously decorated in flags and bunting, 
was ready and waiting to be docked, and all ar- 
rangements completed forthe event which brought 
the party thence. The work of flooding the dock 
commenced at 10 o’clock and a few minutes before 
12 o’clock the Yantic was swung around and into 
the dock, and two hours later rested high and dry 
on the bilge blocks ready for such repairs to ber 
bottom as might be necessary. Au elaborate ban- 
quet followed in the loft of one of the large build- 
ings in the Yard, at which all of the officers of the 
Yard, in addition to the visiting party, were pres- 
ent. The Wasbington guests returned home Friday 
mornine, all well pleased with the success of the 
drydock and the trip generally. 





he construction of the dock was commenced in 
December, 1887. The time limit expressed in the 
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contract is 24calendar months, but the time con- 
sumed was only 21 months, and had it not been for 
the unfortunate flood of April last, which filled the 
basin and entailed a great deal of damage, the 
structure would bave been ready to reveive a vessel 
July 4 last. The dimensions of this magnificent dock

over all on coping, 530 ft.; length over all 
inside of caisson, 500 ft.; width on top amidship, 130 
ft.; width on floor, 50 ft.; width on floor at entrance, 
58 ft.; width on top at entrance, 85 ft.; depth of gate 
sill below coping, 303¢ ft.; high water, 253¢ ft. 

The machinery for operating the dock consists of 
two centrifu pumps, each 42 inches diameter, 
driven by two vertical engines 28 inches diameter of 
cylinder by 24 inches stroke, with adjustable cut offs, 
steam power being furnished by three steel Scotch 
boilers, 13 ft. diameter and 11 ft. long. The entire 
pumping plant was furnished by the Southwark 
Foundry and Machine Company of Philadelphia. 

These pumps have a capacity 01 80,000 gallons per 
winute, enabling the dock to be emptied of water 
(without a vessel) in about 90 miuutes, and with a 
vessel of moderate displacement in much less time. 






, The contract price for this dock complete is $500,000. 


The docks constructed by Messrs. J. E. Simpson 
and Co. have been highly approved by the highest 
authorities in this, as well asin foreign countries, 
and they may well feel gratified with this their 
latest production. They have also the contract for 
the dock at the Brooklyn Navy-yard, which is 
nearing completion, and at the U. S. Navy-yard, 
League Island, Pa., which they prophesy will be 
completed in July next. These splendid docks will be 
a valuable addition to our present inadequate facili- 
ties for the docking and rapairing of vessels. There 
is not now a dock on the entire coast between Nor- 
folk and the Southern boundary of the country 
may ae ~ aa enough to accommodate a ship 300 ft. 
a length. 








NAVY-YARD 1N PUGET SOUND. 


THE official report of the Board, censisting of 
Capt. A. T. Mahan, Comdr. C. M. Chester and Lieut.- 
Comdr. UC. H. Stockton, appointed to select a site for 
navy-yard purposes on the Pacific Coast, was pre- 
sented to the Secretary of the Navy Sept. 25. The 
report is quite long, covering 48 pages of printed 
matter in pamphlet form. The site selected, as al- 
ready stated in the columns of the JouRNAL, 1s Point 
Turner, Port Orchard, Washington Territo: y, being 
about 15 miles from Seattle and 30 miles from Ta- 
coma. It contains 1,752 acres. The advantages of 
the site selected as set forth ip the report are that it 
has an excellent harbor and abundant water front— 
between six and seven miles; is well within the 
principal line of defences of Puget Sound and fav- 
orably situated to support thav line, and offers 
ample local security rr gree a naval attack by dash 
or bombardment with small expenditure on de- 
fences. it bas a narrow entrance, which can be 
filled with submarine mines. More favorable condi- 
tions of position and natural surroundings against 
naval attack, under the supposition of tbe principal 
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line of deferce to Puget Sound being forced, can 
rarely be found. 

So far as could be ascertained with the investiga- 
tion to which the Commissioners were limited 
the ground Is suitable for foundations and excava- 
tions. The position with respect to lines of interior 
communication is not as good as could be desired, 
but the defect amounts at worst to a present incon- 
venience. The site is on the mainland and can be 
connected with the railroad systems. By water, it 
is in easy communication with all the resources of 
the country. The site is 15 miles from Seattle, 30 
from Tacoma, the principal centres of labor and 
supplies upon Puget Sound. Both labor aad su 

hes can be obtamed from those cities. The clima 

s the same as that of Puget Sound generally. There

feature of the climate as compared with tbe Atlan- 
tic coast is the small rangeof temperature, and con- 
sequent freedom from extremes of either heat or 
cold. All accounts agree in the natural healthful- 
ness of the region generally, and that outdoor labor 
can be carried on throughout the year with the loss 
of very few days. Water can be obtained from wells 
or from Lake Kitsap, three miles away, and which 
discharges 337,000 gallons per hour. 


MANGIN SYSTEM OF DEFENCE. 


Durine the last year of our Civil War, John 
Ericsson was consulted by General J. G. Barvard, 
Corps of Engineers, with reference to adapting hie 
monitor turrets to land fortifications. He prepared 
a plan and estimate which were never made use of, 
for the reason that nothing was done then or has 
since been Gone to strengthen our coast defences. 
Ericeson also prepared, soon after, a plan for forti- 
fying the Dardanelles in the same way. since then 
great attention has been paid to the matter of using 
iron or steel turrets for detence. The most elabor- 
ate system is that devised by Commandant Mangin, 
of the French Navy, to whose plans we referred 
some time ago. 

Commandant Mangin bas just issued a brocbure 
entitled ‘“‘Les Nouveaux Explosives et la Fortifica- 
thon,’’in which he says that of all methods of 
strengthening permanent fortifications the most 
serviceable of late years has been the composition 
known as béton, which is after the order of, though 
far more durable than, Portland cement. [un a 
model Eclipse fort, exhibited in the military section 
of the l'aris Exposition, steel, iron and ton are 
employed. Tbe Mangin fort is an immense mono- 
lith of béton sunk under ground, inside which are 
placed all the armament, accommodation for gar- 
rison, stores, etc., with revolving towerson the 
Eclipse principle, made of steel and armed with 
ordnance of great range and penetrating power. 
From this block or platform of béton, the upper 
portion of which is on a level with the ground, 
emerge, at the several angles of the monolith— 

1. An Eclipee revolving tower, armed with two cannons 
of fifteen centimetres. 

2, Two similar towers, affording flanking fire, armed with 
the same. 
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8. Four smaller towers, on the same principle, arm ed 
with quick-firing guns. 

4. Four steel-cuirassed towers of observation, also 
Eclipse, 

In the centre of the fort, and sunk under a spe- 
cies of shell-proof deck or beton. of three metres 
thick, are placed the accommodation for the garri- 
son, and necessary compartments for machinery, 
ammunition and stores. A garrison of fifty or sixty 
men is sufficient to work the revolving towers, the 
guns and machinery. The garrison gains access to 
all parts of the fort by means of a gallery of about 
two hundred metres long. This gallery is suuk io a 
sort of well below the surface of the platform, with 
which it communicates by a flight of cylindrical or 
spiral stairs. By means of hydraulic pistons the 
Nery rotates with the greatest facility, thus eu- 
abling each gun detachment to be changed or rein- 
forced. Commandant Mangia completes his defence 
by a system of railway batteries circulating outs‘de 
the fort, with guns disappearing somewhat on the 
Moncrieff system and protected by earthworks. 
These circulating batteriss enable tbe garrisou to 
bring a concentrated fire upon any threatened point 
of attack. 

Au mtrenched camp upon the Mangio system 
would comprise twenty forts four kilometres apart, 
a railway eighty kilometres in circumference, 
with 500 guns of various calibres, at a cost of 70,000,- 
000f., or less than balf the expense of similar defen- 
sive works under the old method of intrenchment. 
At Bucharest not long since the rival systems of the 
German revolving tower, invented by Schumano 
and constructed by Gruson, and that of Franve, in- 
vented by Mangin and undertaken by the Directors 
of the St. Chamond Arsenal Co., were pitted against 
each other, the result being an unqualified success 
for the latter, although at the trial the system was 
by nO means so perfect as at present. since then 
great improvements have been carried out, and the 
forges of St. Chamond have produced a revolving 
Eclipse tower six metres in diameter, armed with 
two guns of fifteen centimetres calibre and pro- 
tected by a cuirassed shield of iron twenty-four 
centimetres thick. Herethe movable part of the 
tower rests upon the head of a bydraulic piston, 
and can be raised or depressed at will by one man.

An incident told 
by Gen. Grenfell in bis efficial report illustrates the 
character of his enemies: * Shortly before the halt 
a loaded camel was observed by the cavairy trying 
to escape, surrounded by about 20 dervishes. It was 
supposed at first to be carrying a gun, and was shot 
by the Egyptiau cavairy, the men arouud it being 
apparently killed by the fire of the dismounted 
men. On advancing to within a few yards the der- 
vishes sprang up and charged in a determined way, 
woundiog some Egyptian troopers; but they were 
eventually all killed. It was subsequently found 
that the camel had carried the body of Bmir Wad 
el Nejumi, around whom his Mulazimeen or body- 
guard bad rallied and died.”
